About Those 
Curb Mailboxes; 
P.O. Notes 


I don't keep up with events as I 


should. However, I took due note 
of the fact that Hope Post Office 
announced several months ago it 
was removing the curb mail 
depository from 
its 
offset 


position on East Second St. for 
overhaul. 


There being no announcement 


of its return to service I was 
about to write a piece asking why 
it took so long to overhaul one 
mail depository. I had noted 
three new boxes on the north side 
of the driveway that circles the 
Post Office but thought they had 
been stached there only for 
painting. Meanwhile I had been 
continuing to walk up to the old 
post office (now the public 
schools administration building) 
and deposit The Star's outgoing 
mail in the curb box at that site. 


Then in the course of a coffee 


conversation I learned that the 
three boxes on the north side of 
the Post Office were actually in 
service. So on Sunday night when 
wrapping up remittances for the 
monthly bills—the discount 
checks had gone out in ad- 
vance—I used the new boxes. 


But I made a mistake in the 


dark, it being just beyond 
midnight. I struck a lighter to 
read the instructions over each 
box—there are three—but then I 
erred and put the local mail in 
the out-of-town box, and there 
was nothing left to do but put 
everything in that box. 


Should you happen upon these 


deposit boxes in the dark, here is 
the order in which you come to 
them: 


You leave E. Second St. and 


circle the Post Office on the 
federal driveway to the north 
side of the building (across the 
street from the Fire Station) and 
find the three boxes conveniently 
at'your left. The "first one is for 
air mail, the second for out-of- 
town mail, and the third for in- 
town mail (this one is nearest the 
Fire Station). 


I could have suggested that 


with three boxes to choose from 
you should have been helped with 
an overhead light. But I won't 
say that.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

sharp cut in the United States' 
contribution to the United Na- 
tions. 


The committee wrote into a 


$4.58-billion appropriation bill a 
provision that the U.S. share of 
the U.N. operating budget for 
fiscal 1973 not exceed 25 per 
cent. 


The assessment approved for 


fiscal 1972 provided 31.5 per 
cent of the U.N. budget. 


The 
proposal 
would chop 


$13.2 million from the $60.1 mil- 
lion President Nixon has re- 
quested for the U.N. in fiscal 
1973. 


The committee recommenda- 


tion fell short of Rep. John J. 
Rooney's threat to drop the en- 
tire U.S. contribution. The New 
York Democrat, chairman of a 
subcommittee that drafted the 
bill, was among 336 House 
members who petitioned the 
President to take action against 
the ousting from the U.N. of 
the Taiwan-based Nationalist 
Chinese government and seat- 
ing Communist China in its 
place. 


An effort to cut the allotment

Supreme Court agreed today to 
decide whether a federal law 
against extortion can be used 
against union members who 
use violent tactics against their 
employers in hopes of gaining a 
better union contract. 


The government filed the ap- 


peal 
directly 
from 
Baton 


Rouge, I/a. The federal court 
there ruled last December that 
the Hobbs Act could not be 
used against violent pressure 
tactics if the wages the union 
hoped to gain were for genuine 
and desired services. 


The court, however, said the 


Hobbs Act could be used if the 
union members attempted to 
use violence to gain wages "to 
be paid for unneeded or un- 
wanted services..." 


The case, to be heard next 


term, involves an indictment 
filed by the Justice Depart- 
ment—and dismissed 
by the 


district 
court—against 
four 


members of the International 
Brotherhood 
of 
Electrical 


Workers. 


The indictment alleged that 


the four men—Travis Enmons, 
Jackie Bendo, Ed Barton and 
Milton Woodward—conspired to 
violate the Hobbs Act by de- 
stroying property 
which be- 


longed to the Gulf States Utili- 
ties Corp., a Texas and Loui- 
siana distributor of electrical 
power. 


The indictment alleged that 


the four men, or persons acting 
at their direction, committed 
five acts of violence against 
Gulf States property, including 
the shooting and sabotage of 
electrical transformers and the 
blowing up of a transformer 
substation. 


The 
four 
defendants 
then 


asked the district court to dis- 
miss the charges and that court 
agreed. 


The Justice Department, in a 


brief filed with the Supreme 
Court, said the district court 
decision "severely curtails the 
reach of the Hobbs Act by lim- 
iting its ban on extortionate 
conduct..."

17-Year 
Locust Is 
Really 13' 


There's a new sound in South- 


west Arkansas. Not really new, 
though; it was heard 13 years 
ago, and will be heard 13 years 
from now. 


What is it? It's the mating call 


of the periodical cicada or 17- 


year locust. Except in Arkansas, 
the 17-year locust is the 13-year 
locust. 


Calvin J. Caldwell, county 


extension 
agent, said 
the 


••locust" is not really a locust, 
either. It got the name when 
early American Colonists ex- 
perienced the sudden emergence 
of millions of inch-long bugs that 
made a deafening noise. They 
thought the ancient "locust 
plague" of Egypt and North 
Africa had descended upon 
them. (Gordon Barnes, Ex- 
tension 
Entomologist, said 


locusts 
are grasshoppers; 


cicadas are not even closely 
related to grasshoppers.) 


As 
awesome 
and ear- 


shattering as the phenomena 
may be, no control of the cicada 
is usually necessary. Valuable 
plants may be protected from 
egg laying females by spraying 
with Sevin as recommended on 
the insecticide label. 


However, Mr. Caldwell said, 


adult cicadas do not feed on 
foliage. They actually feed a 
little on the sap of the woody 
plants. They damage plants by 
their egg laying activity which 


starts about 7 to 10 days after 
emergence. Eggs are laid in 
rows in slits made in twigs. The 
tissue dies around the slit. Eggs 
hatch and the small nymphs drop 
to the soil and up on stems above 
the ground. Adults emerge and 
leave the nymphal skeleton 
hanging on the plant. 


The periodical cicada should 


not be confused with the annual 
species. The periodical cicada is 
smaller, the body is abtut an 
inch long; it is black with red 
eyes and wings, and veins and 
legs are reddish colored. 


If the cicadas remain on
